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‘One year on: we are 
living like prisoners’

LONDON families who have been 
in Luton for almost ayear because 
of the housing shortage in the 
capital have said their living con¬ 
ditions are getting worse and 
they feel like ‘prisoners’. 

Last year Luton on Sunday 
revealed that Waltham Forest 
Council rented out a block of 53 
flats in Cardiff Road to accommo¬ 
date residents it could not house 
locally. Most of the families 
moved there during March and 
April and without the knowledge 
of Luton Borough Council. 

On Thursday evening LoS was 
given a tour of some flats and met 
families who said damp and 
mould in their rooms was affect¬ 
ing their children’s health and 
making the building uninhabita¬ 
ble. 

Vladimir and Ganaa Sak moved 
to Luton in April with children 
Adrian, 7, and Linda, 4. 

They were unable to secure a 
new home in London after being 
kicked out by their landlord who 
wanted his flat back. 

Ganaa, who volunteers at 
Oxfam, said: “The building was 
empty for ten years, no-one was 
living here and we have all now 
moved in. I have a child with asth¬ 



ma and there’s four of us living in 
one bedroom. 

“Every Thursday somebody 
comes to check on us like we are 
prisoners from Waltham Forest.” 

Vladimir, who travels to London 
for work, said he has spent ‘thou¬ 
sands’ from his savings on trans¬ 
port and has also taken out a loan. 

He added: “It was meant to be 
temporary but the council has a 
contract for this building for two 
years minimum. 

“The plan seems to be to leave 
local people here and then forget 
about them.” 

Yinka Odusote, a freelance 
writer, also moved to Luton 
in April with son Cassius, 
aged one. 

She said: “When the 
mould first appeared in 
December my son had 
a repetitive cough 
which lasted a num¬ 
ber of weeks and 
resulted in a hospital 
visit over Christmas 
and being given 
an inhaler. I’m 
in no doubt this 
was a direct result 
of the mould and 
the freezing temper¬ 
ature in the bedroom 
as soon as the heating is turned 
off.” 

Cab driver Zafar Iqbal, (pictured

left) said his chil¬ 
dren’s education 
was being affect¬ 
ed by the travel¬ 
ling. He said: 
My children are 
waking up at 6am 
and on most 
days we get to 
school late. We 
have a lot of notices 
from the school but 


we cannot do anything about it.” 

Waltham Forest said it was ‘look¬ 
ing into all issues raised by resi¬ 
dents regarding their individual 
concerns’. 

It also said: “We cannot say with 
certainty how long any particular 
family will reside in their flat as 
there are a number of issues which 
might affect this, including their 
success in being rehomed else¬ 
where.” 


Cops could 
face charges 

CAMPAIGNERS looking for justice for a man who 
died in police custody more than two years ago 
have welcomed the news that officers involved in 
the case may now face criminal charges. 

The Independent Police Complaints Commission 
(IPCC) said this week it has concluded its investiga¬ 
tion into the death of Leon Briggs back in November 
2013 and has sent the case to the Crown 
Prosecution Service (CPS) for it to decide whether 
criminal charges should be brought. 

The IPCC investigated a detention officer and five 
police officers - two constables and three ser¬ 
geants - for their involvement in the restraint of 
Leon during his detention. 

Liberty Louise, one of the leaders of the Justice 4 
Leon campaign, said: “While we’re happy it’s gone 
to the CPS, we hope they follow the evidence sub¬ 
mitted by the IPCC and take appropriate action. 

“We’re going to be pressuring the CPS to come to 
a decision, as there must be strong evidence in the 
IPCC report for it to get to this stage.” 

Attiq Malik, lawyer and member of Luton 4 
Justice, said: “It’s something we’ve said at the 
onset, that there is something untoward about 
Leon’s death and possibly something criminal. Even 
though it’s not been decided, we can see the light 
at the end of the tunnel.” 

Leon died on November 4, 2013 at Luton Police 
Station after being detained Bedfordshire Police 
under Section 136 of the Mental Health Act. 

IPCC Commissioner Mary Cunneen said: “I have 
decided that there is an indication five officers and 
a member of staff may have committed criminal 
offences. I have therefore referred the case to the 
CPS to consider whether there is sufficient evi¬ 
dence and if it would be in the public interest for 
any offences of unlawful act manslaughter, gross 
negligence manslaughter, misconduct in public 
office, and health and safety offences to be 
charged.” 

Although the IPCC has referred the case to the 
CPS it doesn’t necessarily mean any of the officers 
will be charged. 

The lawyer for Leon’s family, Jocelyn Cockburn, 
said: “After such a long wait, the family is now 
looking forward to the facts of the case being prop¬ 
erly scrutinised by the CPS and hope any delay will 
be minimised.”

THE diversity among 
Bedfordshire Police officers 
has increased in the last four 
years - but top bosses says 
there is still work to be done. 

Police and crime commis¬ 
sioner Oily Martins expressed 
further commitment to mak¬ 
ing sure Bedfordshire Police 
reflects the diversity of the 
county and has been giving a 
number of talks about this. 

Mr Martins made this an 


objective in his Police and 
Crime Plan in 2013 and an 
improvement has been made. 

Recently he appeared at Shri 
Guru Sangat in Luton, to cele¬ 
brate the birthday of Shri Guru 
Ravidass. 

Mr Martins said: “It is impor¬ 
tant to me, and the chief con¬ 
stable, that the force is repre¬ 
sentative of the community. 

“We have worked incredibly 
hard to attract local people 
from across all our communi¬ 
ties to join the force.” 

The diversity among officers 


has increased by just over two 
er cent since 2012, when Mr 
Martins first came to office. 

However, there is still a huge 
way to go, with 7.97 per cent of 
officers being from an ethnic 
minority, compared to 45.6 per 
cent of the population of Luton, 
as per the 2011 census. 

Mr Martins added: “Hopefully 
I have led by example, with my 
own office and my choice of 
chief constables, both of whom 
share my desire to see 
Bedfordshire Police more 
reflective of our community.”

House extension 
to be demolished 

ALTERATIONS to a controversial house in 
Barton-le-Clay will have to be removed 
within a year following a decision from a 
planning inspector this week. 

Random House, owned by Syed Raza 
Shah, was granted planning permission in 
2011 for the ‘erection of single storey side 
extension and roof alteration with rear dor¬ 
mer windows.’ 

But when the development was complete, 
the floor space had been increased by 165 
per cent which turned the property into a 
three-storey mansion. 

Central Bedfordshire Council has long 
contested the additions over and above the 
size of the original building. 

This week an appeal by Mr Shah against 
the order for it to be returned to its original 
design was refused meaning he now has 12 
months to comply, restoring the house to its 
pre-existing design and removing all the 
materials from the land.

Council called to act 
on ‘unreliable’ buses

PARENTS have questioned the relia¬ 
bility and safety of a bus service 
which left middle school pupils 
stranded on Monday morning after 
being 30 minutes late. 

The bus, which takes children from 
Harlington to Parkfields Middle 
School in Toddington, turned up at 
8.45am instead of 8.15am, leaving 
children as young as nine in the cold. 

The service is provided by Barton 
Coaches and paid for by Central 
Bedfordshire Council. Luton on 


Sunday understands that numerous 
complaints have been made to the 
authority. 

One parent, who did not want to be 
named, said the buses can carry up to 
75 children and have no other adult 
onboard apart from the driver. 

She said: “There has been an inci¬ 
dent where it has not turned up 
because it has broken down. 

“The bus is 15 years-old and has 
been adapted to sit all those children, 
which I believe means three children 
have to sit on one seat. 

“They are meant to have seat belts 
because there are safety issues. Our 
children are going in the morning but 


the question is who is liable for them? 
It’s a service we support but not to the 
detriment of the children’s safety.” 

Barton Coaches said Central 
Bedfordshire was ‘completely happy’ 
with its service and that its vehicles 
had an M.O.T pass rate ‘higher than 
the national average’. 

A council spokesman said: “We are 
currently investigating this com¬ 
plaint with the bus operator and will 
be holding a performance review 
meeting with them this week. 

“As a result of this meeting, the nec¬ 
essary steps will be taken to improve 
the performance and safety concerns 
raised by the school and parents.”

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Anti-terror alert over 
boy’s veggie sketch

A NURSERY school tried to 
refer a four-year-old Muslim 
boy to an anti-terror 
programme because teach¬ 
ers said he drew a picture of a 
man holding a knife and 
described it as a ‘cooker 
bomb’. 

As it turns out the little boy 
had actually drawn a picture 
of his dad cutting cucumbers 
but hasn’t yet learned how to 
say the word properly. 

The school, in Luton, held a 
meeting with the boy’s moth¬ 
er, who LoS is not naming, 
after her son drew the picture 
on January 14. 

They told her to sign a refer¬ 
ral form for Channel, an anti¬ 
terror initiative, but she 
refused and the nursery was 
later advised by Luton 
Borough Council that a refer¬ 
ral was not necessary. 

In the meeting the nursery 
manager said teachers had 
raised concerns after they

asked the boy about the pic¬ 
ture and were told it was a 
man ‘cutting a cooker bomb’. 

The mother said: “I knew 
that picture straight away 
because he had brought it 
home and told me it was his 
dad cutting cucumbers. 

“The manager said, ‘oh well 


to us he said it’s a cooker 
bomb’, and I said, ‘where did 
that come from?”’ She added: 
“Afterwards I went home and 
spoke to my husband and he 
straight away got it. He said, 
‘obviously they’ve got it 
wrong because when he 
wants to say cucumber he 
says cooker bomb’. 

The mother said she tried to 
explain this to staff at anoth¬ 
er meeting and was told they 
would ‘make a note of it’. 

She also sought help from 
Rehana Faisal, a community 
worker, and legal representa¬ 
tion from lawyer Attiq Malik. 

Both said the current anti¬ 
terror referral system was 
‘unworkable’. 

The nursery said: “The safe¬ 
guarding of the children in 
our care is an utmost priority 
and we remain committed to 
following best practice in this 
area. We are always happy to 
meet with parents and carers 
to discuss any queries they 
may have regarding our safe¬ 
guarding policies and proce¬ 
dures.”

BEDFORDSHIRE Police have 
rubbished the possibility of 
there being any impact into 
an independent investigation 
into the alleged assault of 
Faruk Ali, despite it being 
chaired by a senior officer 
from another force. 

Mr Ali (pictured) was alleg¬ 
edly assaulted by two 
Bedfordshire Police officers 
outside his Bury Park home in 
February 2014 while he was 
helping to put out the dust¬ 
bins. 

PC Christopher Pitts and PC 
Christopher Thomas were 
found not guilty of racially 
aggravated assault later that 
year. The long-anticipated 
public hearing into the case 
involving Mr Ali has been

arranged to start on Tuesday, 
March 29 at Wyboston Lakes 
and will run until approxi¬ 
mately April 8. 

Dhobir Ali, Faruk’s brother, 
said: “It’s just ridiculous, it’s a 
remote village which not 
many people from Luton 
know about. 


“We think it’s deliberate 
that they’ve taken so long, so 
the public will lose interest.” 

On why the hearing is being 
chaired by a police officer, a 
spokesman for Bedfordshire 
Police explained that it is due 
to the papers for the investi¬ 
gation being filed after May 
2015, which means it must be 
held in public, but before 
January 2016, when regula¬ 
tions stating an independent 
person must chair such meet¬ 
ings. When asked if this 
would prejudice the hearing, 
a spokesman for the force 
said: “No, the hearing is open 
to the public and will be 
chaired by a chief officer 
independent from 

Bedfordshire Police.”

Campaigners’ victory 
as meadow is axed

PUBLIC outrage over a decision to turn a 
park into a meadow has forced a council to 
make an embarrassing U-turn. 

Luton Borough Council angered residents 
last year by turning Limbury Park, once used 
as a picnic and play area, into a wildflower 
meadow as part of an environmental project. 

However, the move was met with stiff oppo¬ 
sition from campaigners such as Ron Turvey 
who accused the authority of committing

Mr Turvey said: “Our campaign has paid off 
and it’s a shame you have to go through all this 
trouble to get some common sense. I think the 
thing that incensed most people was the way it 
was done in the first place. That sealed their 
fate because it made people so angry.” 

A council spokesman said: “There will be 
rolling and harrowing in the next few weeks, 
then it will be mown in the summer as 
normal.”

Community rallies 


to save its

TWO protest meetings were held this week to 
try and secure the future of vital services 
which face closure due to cuts. 

More than 50 people took to the streets of 
Luton on Tuesday to fight the possible closure 
of Shopmobility, based in The Mall which 
provides mobility scooters to those in need, 
while 137 people went to Bushmead 
Community Centre on Thursday to speak 
their minds about the threat to five of Luton’s 
community centres.

Kathryn Knights, one of the leaders of the 
campaign to save Bushmead’s centre, said: 
“We had a really good response, the point was 
to allow people to have a voice.” 

The closures are proposed due to cuts being 
made to London Luton Airport Limited’s 
(LLAL) community fund, with Luton Borough 
Council (LBC) approving a consultation on 
the community centres at a meeting on 
Monday. LLAL is also proposing cuts to fund¬ 
ing for charities, including Shopmobility. 

The Bushmead group has formed a steering 
committee and will be holding its own con¬ 
sultation to run concurrently with LBC’s.

Housing firm cash 
boost for residents

A PROPERTY development company has 
said it is going to plough £3.2 million into 
schools and leisure facilities as part of a new 
housing scheme. 

Redrow Homes has ‘pledged’ to invest the 
money as part of its new complex between the 
villages of Chaul End and Caddington. 

The cash will also go to healthcare facilities, 
local infrastructure and creating wildlife 
habitats in the area. 

Luton is currently experiencing a shortage 
of housing and Redrow said it wanted to build 
33 affordable homes in addition to the 80 
houses it was planning in the first phase of 
the scheme. 

The money will go to a new community land 
trust which will be tasked with managing the 
community facilities. 

Tonia Tyler, sales director for Redrow, said: 

“We’ll be giving more than £1.6 million 
towards education and around £400,000 to 
health care. 

“Approximately £470,000 will be allocated to 
sports and leisure, with just under £720,000 to 
be divided between green infrastructure, 
public rights of way and highways improve¬ 
ment plus policing, refuse and recycling. 

“The centre of the site will be home to a 
community building of at least 400 square 
metres. There will be a multi-use games area, 
local equipment area for play and an ornate 
duck pond. We’ll also be making the wood¬ 
land around the outside of the site more 
accessible to the public.”

Mans influence 
spread far and 
wide in town 


THIS week Howard Chandler looks at how 
influential Herbert Janes was on Luton... 

A man who had quite an impact on Luton was 
Herbert Charles Janes. Born in 1884, he left 
school aged 12 and had a number of jobs 
before joining the building firm of Arthur Cole 
in 1905. Starting as a clerk he was so 
successful that on the retirement of Cole in 
1927 the firm became H C Janes Ltd. 

As well as many houses his company built 
the Luton and Dunstable Hospital in 1937-8, 
and Luton Modern School in 1938. 

His son, Clifford, a pilot in the RAF, lost his 
life on active service in Libya in July 1943 and 
in 1957 the name Clifford Crescent was given 
to a new road near Hockwell Ring, where the 
Janes charitable trust paid for the building of 
the Sir Herbert Janes Village for Old People. 

Janes served as Mayor in 1953, before being 
knighted in 1954. 

Jansel House was built in Stopsley in 1959 
as the headquarters for H C Janes which had 
become a public limited company. Sir Herbert 
retired as chairman in 1962, and in the 70s it 
was taken over by Barratt Homes.

“I THINK people often for¬ 
get that even though Luton 
isn’t your average town, it 
has diversity and a mix of 
cultures like nowhere else.

old bus station which used 
to be near the train station. 

“It was the ugliest building 
ever but they demolished it 
a long time ago. 

“It used to have a bridge 
going over it, and it was this 
really ugly, gloomy place. 

“I remember when the bus 
stopped there and they said, 
‘Luton’, and I was like, 
‘Really? Out of ah the pretty 
places we drove through, 
that’s where I have to get 
down?”’ 

Fortunately, Kati managed 
to get over her architectural 
shock and settled in to her 
new life as a photography 
student. Flowever, more 
changes were on their way.

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Call for action over 
mounting fly-tipping

RUBBISH which has been 
piling up for more than 
three months cannot be 
moved because it is on pri¬ 
vate land, a council has said. 

Luton Borough Council 
said it was ‘liaising’ with the 
owner of land in Portland 
Road where mattresses, 
cardboard boxes, planks of 
wood and plastic bags have 
been dumped over the last 
few months right underneath 
a ‘no fly-tipping’ sign. 

Businessman Roger 
Haddrell, who recently took 
over a shop in the area, said 
he has been asking the coun¬ 
cil to clear it for the last nine 
weeks but it is ‘going nowhere 
fast’. 

Last December Luton on 
Sunday highlighted areas of 
the town worst hit by fly-tip- 
ping, including Portland 
Road. 

At the time the council said 
it was ‘concerned’ about the 
situation and called on the 
perpetrators to clean up their 
act. 

Most recent fly-tipping 
figures show the authority 
recorded 4,273 incidents in 


2014/15 - an increase from 
the 3,262 which were record¬ 
ed in 2013/14. 

Mr Haddrell said: “I took a 
picture nine weeks ago, sent 
it to the council on Twitter 
and it said someone would 
remove it. 

“But I asked again and then 
on the third or fourth time of 
asking it said that it is on 
private land so it can’t. 

“I’m going nowhere fast and 
people are adding to it. 

“It is just horrible and at the 


entrance to my business. The 
council is saying it needs 
permission from the busi¬ 
ness owner to actually 
remove it. 

“The rubbish is in the drive¬ 
way but you have to drive 
past it and it is an eyesore.” 

A council spokesman said: 
“The rubbish pictured is on 
private land. 

“The council enforcement 
team is aware and is liaising 
with the landowner to ensure 
the rubbish is cleared.”

Home base for 
the founding 
father of RAF 


A fter Britain had 
been on the 
receiving end of 
German bombing 
raids during the 
First World War there were 
calls to properly organise our 
magnificent men in their flying 
machines. 

Rear Admiral Mark Kerr 
identified a new German heavy 
bomber, 4,000 of which were set 
to destroy large areas of South 
East England, and urged the 
creation of a bomber force with 
at least 2,000 planes which 
would operate under the 
authority of an air ministry. 

As a result, the RAF was set 
up on April 1,1918, combining 
the Royal Naval Air Service 
and the Royal Flying Corps. 

Flight magazine commented 
- rather optimistically - on the 
formation of the new service: 
“Armies as we known them 


now — and even fleets — may 
disappear as a means of 
practical war, while our aerial 
navies must and will continue 
to increase and multiply until 
the millennium, when there 
shall be no more war.” 

Kerr, Commander-in-Chief of 
the British Adriatic Squadron, 
retired soon afterwards and 
went on to become a writer, 
dying at the age of 79 in 1944. 

Back in 1912, he 
commissioned this six-bedroom 
country house near Banstead 
in Surrey. His family lived 
there until 1920 and it’s now on 
the market for £2.95m.

Fiat makes European debut 


The new FIAT 124 Spider is 
unveiled for the first time to 
European audiences at the 2016 
Geneva Motor Show, reviving a 
storied nameplate and bringing 
classic Italian styling and an 
authentic roadster driving experi¬ 
ence to a whole new generation of 
enthusiasts. 

Designed in the FIAT Style 
Centre, the front-end of the 124 
Spider encapsulates the essence 
of its classic predecessor in a 
modern and bold package - broad 
and muscular but not too aggres¬ 
sive. The profile view is pure clas¬ 
sic roadster too, with a long 
wheelbase, a cockpit hunkered 
low near the driven rear axle and 
a long bonnet complete with twin 
power domes - another nod to 
the bigger-engined versions of the 
original 124 Spider. 

The look of the rear is defined 
by bold “floating” tail lamps 
shaped to hark back to later ver¬ 
sions of the original roadster, 
while other classic cues include 
the rear wings that cascade 
inwards across the boot lid and 
the FIAT badge mounted on top 
of rear spoiler rather than facing 
rearwards as on all other FIAT 
products. 

To minimise weight, improve 
longevity and encourage spur-of- 
the-moment open air driving 
experiences, the multi-layer hood 
is a manual unit that can be oper¬ 
ated in seconds using minimal 



force and without the driver hav¬ 
ing to leave their seat. 

Under the 124 Spider’s distinc¬ 
tive bonnet lives FIAT’s proven 
1.4-litre, MultiAir, turbo-charged 
four-cylinder engine, which 
delivers 140hp and 240Nm of 
torque. Mated to a six-speed 
manual transmission, the FIAT 
124 Spider is capable of accelerat¬ 
ing to 62mph/100km/h in just 7.5 
seconds and has a top speed of 
134mph/215 km/h. 

The 124 Spider’s suspension 
uses a double-wishbone layout in 
front and a multilink in the rear, 
specifically tuned for greater sta¬ 
bility while braking and turning, 
while the electric power steering 


system has been specifically 
tuned to give the Spider a respon¬ 
sive Italian feel. Combined with 
the lightweight architecture and 
balanced weight distribution, the 
turbo-charged FIAT 124 Spider 
offers a dynamic and exciting 
driving experience without com¬ 
promising comfort and refine¬ 
ment, thanks to the adoption of 
an acoustic front windscreen and 
additional insulation treatments. 

Trim levels are still being final¬ 
ised for the UK ahead of its 
launch in the third quarter of 
2016, but standard equipment on 
all versions is expected to include 
four airbags, air conditioning, a 
leather steering wheel, cruise 


control, 16-inch alloy wheels, 

USB, AUX and Bluetooth connec¬ 
tivity and keyless start. A seven- 
inch touchscreen infotainment 
system, satellite navigation, full 
LED adaptive front lights, a BOSE 
sound system, front fog lamps, 
climate control and different sur¬ 
face finishes are expected on 
other versions. 

To mark the launch and cele¬ 
brate 50 years of the unveiling of 
the original FIAT 124 Spider in 
1966, a limited Anniversary 
Edition has been created. 
Enquiries are invited for this spe¬ 
cial edition, of which only 124 
numbered examples will be avail¬ 
able for the UK market.

Jaguar XF 

Take a look inside... 


Jaguar’s XF is back. If you 
thought the Big Three German 
brands had the executive car sec¬ 
tor sewn up, think again. Lighter, 
more spacious, better looking and 
a whole lot more efficient, the XF 
range throws down one enor¬ 
mous gauntlet. Like its German 
rivals, it can now offer AWD too. 
And a set of efficiency figures that 
are tough to beat in this segment. 

The XF range hinges around 
2.0-litre diesel four-cylinder 
engines and while that doesn’t 
sound too exciting, it’s where the 
big sales are. These engines are 
offered in 163 and 180PS guises 
and are built around the com¬ 
pany’s latest aluminium architec¬ 
ture, which it calls ‘Ingenium’. Go 
for the pokier 180PS unit and you 
get the option of AWD. Shared 
with the smaller XE, these In¬ 
genium engines are backed up by 
more conventional ones, a 300PS 
twin-turbocharged 3.0-litre diesel 
V6 and a 380PS supercharged 
3.0-litre petrol V6. The top diesel 
cranks out 700Nm and can rocket 
to 62mph in just 5.8 seconds. The 
180PS four-cylinder diesel takes 8 
seconds to get to 62mph and runs 
out of steam at 136mph. The 
petrol engine has been purloined 
from the F-TYPE sportster and is 
reserved exclusively for the racy 
XF S. Matched to an eight-speed 


automatic transmission, this 
model is capable of covering the 
0-62mph sprint in 5.1 seconds on 
its way to an electronically-limited 
maximum speed of 155mph. 

The styling of the XF has been 
subtly massaged to give it a more 
purposeful look. The curves have 
been retained but they now look 
more muscular. 

The interior has come in for a 
rethink and Jaguar has worked to 
retain the same strong horizontal 
lines of the original XF fascia but 
render them in higher quality ma¬ 
terials with a more mature design 
ethos. The layered instrument 
panel, now with Jaguar signa¬ 
ture ‘Riva Hoop’ inspired by XJ, 
continues into the door, creating a 
unique cabin feel. 

The XF was beginning to feel its 
age in the face of some formida¬ 
ble rivals, and nothing less than a 
ground-up redesign was going to 
cut it. What’s so masterful about 
this true second generation XF 
is how cannily Jaguar have kept 
and built upon the good bits and 
been realistic about where the 
old car’s weaknesses were. Now 
you really can have a beautiful 
executive class car, with a great 
reliability record that looks a mil¬ 
lion pounds, is built in Britain and 
sips fuel like a supermini. These 
truly are amazing times.

COSTLY MISTAKE: Maria Sharapova faces a long ban after failing drug test 


THIS hasn't been a year ten¬ 
nis will remember with 
much fondness so far. 

First there were the allega¬ 
tions of match-fixing among 
players at the top end of the 
game following a joint inves¬ 
tigation by the BBC and 
Buzzfeed revealed evidence 
of suspicious betting pat¬ 
terns. 

While still having to con¬ 
tend with this, the sport was 
stunned by the news this 
week that Maria Sharapova, 
the highest-paid female ath- 
in the world, had failed a 
test. 

It’s the highest profile dop¬ 
ing case since Lance 
Armstrong, but while the for¬ 
mer cyclist was publically 
shamed when his disgraceful 
secret was exposed, 
Sharapova was allowed to 
break the story herself. 

Scores of press representa¬ 
tives gathered in a Los Angeles 
hotel on Monday thinking the 
28-year-old Russian was 
about to announce her retire¬ 
ment from the game. 

Instead, she faced up to 
what had happened; that she

had failed a doping test dur¬ 
ing the Australian Open after 
traces of meldonium, a sub¬ 
stance on WADA’s banned list 
since January, were found. 

It’s been widely accepted 
that the fact she was unaware 
that something she had been 
taking since 2006 was now 
banned was no excuse, as 
surely someone in her team 
should have notified her. 

In revealing to the world her 
own doping offence, 
Sharapova attempted to seize 
the narrative of the story and 
in some cases it worked, with 
some sections feeling that she 
was brave to admit fault in 
the way she did. 

Others, including myself, 
became more cynical after 
finding out meldonium is 
supposed to be used to treat 
angina patients, rather than 
the trifling (in comparison) 
medical complaints 

Sharapova mentioned. 

Meldonium was banned 


after WADA started to see it in 
lots of samples and deemed 
that it had performance¬ 
enhancing properties. 

This could imply that 
Sharapova and the people 
behind her knew what she 
was doing, even though for 
years they weren’t breaking 
any rules in doing so. 

This comes back to how 
careless they were in not 
ensuring the five-time Grand 
Slam champion stopped tak¬ 
ing it as WADA gave athletes 
around the world plenty of 
notice that it was being added 
to their banned list this year. 

This was an honest mistake, 
but a sloppy one from some¬ 
one normally so meticulous 
and it’s going to end in a cost¬ 
ly ban. 

Okay, she may not exactly be 
desperate for the money, but 
professional athletes are a 
long time retired and she’s 
about to lose a significant 
chunk of her playing career. 


The reaction from her fellow 
tennis players suggests that 
Sharapova’s attempts in tak¬ 
ing control of the story haven’t 
worked - they feel she’s let 
their sport down. 

The only good news is that 
she’s likely to accept her pun¬ 
ishment in good grace and 
not go with the excuse that 
‘everyone was doing it’, like 
Armstrong, or show no con¬ 
trition at all, like Justin Gatlin. 

The bad news is that wom¬ 
en’s tennis is about to lose one 
of its few box office names for 
a lengthy period of time, 
meaning Serena Williams 
will be carrying her section of 
the sport even more than she 
already was. 

Hopefully, someone like 
Australian Open champion 
Angelique Kerber or Simona 
Halep can step into the void 
and lift the gloom. 

After a week that also saw a 
brilliant match between Andy 
Murray and Kei Niskikori in

NATHAN Jones was left frustrat¬ 
ed as Luton created enough 
chances ‘to win two or three 
games' but came away goalless 
and pointless against Crawley. 

Matt Harrold scored against the 
run of play in the 12th minute 
with the visitors’ first shot at goal 
but Town couldn’t turn 61 per 
cent possession and 22 shots into 
goals as their four-game winning 
run in League Two came to an 
end. 

The frustrating defeat - which 
saw the Hatters hit the woodwork 
twice and have two penalty 
appeals turned down - means 
that they drop back to six points 
adrift of the play-offs. 

Jones said: “Performance-wise, I 
thought we were outstanding.

Matt Harrold scored in the 
12th minute against the run 
of play and there Crawley 
stayed, happily parking the 
proverbial bus and heading 
clear ball after ball. This was 
smash-and-grab with big, 
shiny bells on, a one-sided 
romp where the best side lost. 

To add extra agony to that, it 
party-pooped Town’s promo¬ 
tion push, ending a run of 
four wins on the spin and 
widening the gap between 
them and the play-offs from 
three to six points. 

It was arguably the Hatters’ 


best performance of the cam¬ 
paign and certainly they’ve 
rarely enjoyed so much pos¬ 
session, but their tika-taka- 
takedown brought everything 
but net. 

They had two penalty claims 
turned down, saw one cleared 
off the line and hit the wood¬ 
work twice, through Jonathan 
Smith and Paul Benson. After 
the second occasion, from 
point blank range in the 76th 
minute, the jig was up. 

It was not for the want of try¬ 
ing as they spent almost a 
further 20 minutes valiantly 
peppering Crawley’s goal 
with crosses, for nothing. 

Now they know how Leyton 
Orient felt last weekend, while 
the post-match frenzy of their 
day out in London was 
replaced here by half-hearted 
boos for referee Michael Bull 
and the return of doubt and 
frustration. 

That substitute Benson’s 
nearly-man cameo came with 
his first touch of the ball high¬ 
lighting a selection issue. 

Jack Marriott and Craig 


Mackail-Smith deserved their 
places up top after the victory 
at Orient - in an unchanged 
side that was announced over 
the public address system by 
comedian Matt Berry (The IT 
Crowd and Toast of London) 
- but they were short-changed 
by Crawley’s two towering 
centre backs. 

Marriott and Mackail-Smith 
did combine early on but the 
latter couldn’t supply the fin¬ 
ishing touch and a Jonathan 
Smith pile-driver took a 
deflection and battered back 
off the base of Crawley’s post. 

At that stage, with Luton 
rampant, it seemed only a 
matter of when, not if, they’d 
score. That feeling became 
more desperate as the game 
went on. 

But with their first foray into 
Town territory Harrold pro¬ 
duced a smart finish which 
meant that goalkeeper 
Jonathan Mitchell’s first 
touch on his home debut was 
to pick the ball out of his net. 

Undaunted, the hosts greed¬ 
ily hoarded possession, but 


the Reds broke out and it 
needed a magnificent saving 
tackle from Scott Cuthbert to 
thwart Liam McAlinden after 
he was sent clean through on 
goal. A Gwion Edwards daisy- 
cutter had Mitchell diving 
desperately as it skimmed an 
inch wide of the post before 
Luton returned to their press¬ 
ing and probing. 

The two spot-kick shouts 
came in quick succession 
when Marriott felt arms 


blocked his drive, but it was 
nothing to the rage felt 
moments later when substi¬ 
tute Joe Pigott was hauled 
down by Sonny Bradley. 
Referee Bull waved play on 
and retreated amid frustrated 
appeals. 

The visitors, however, were 
fairly comfortable in the 
modus operandi until Dan 
Potts forced a save from Paul 
Jones and then Stephen 
O’Donnell’s follow-up was 


cleared off the line by Lanre 
Oyebanjo. 

Sensing they needed more 
height up front Benson was 
introduced along with Green 
to supply the ammunition 
and with his first touch the 
striker met the winger’s cross, 
slamming a header into the 
crossbar. He should have 
scored. Luton should have 
scored. 

They didn’t. Quite how is 
anyone’s guess.
